WOMAN SUFFRAGE 
VOTE IS POSTPONED 


Advocates Abandon Plan in 
Midst of Debate on Ac- 
count of Changes in Atti- 
tude of One or More Sen- 
ators. 


Washington, September 26.—The sen- 
ate failed again today to reach a vote 
on the house resolution proposing sub- 
mission to the states of the Susan B. 
Anthony woman suffrage amendment 
to the constitution. After a day of 
conferences and of debate, before 
crowded galleries, the senate adjourned 
until tomorrow to continue the discus- 
sion, but with litle likelihood of a vote 
before next Saturday. if then. 

Absence of senators favoring the res- 
olution, and defections among its advo- 
cates, were reported to have suffered 
an unexpected protraction of debate, 
contributed to postponement of action 
and to the disappointment of the 
throng of spectators which had gath- 
ered. | 

Uncertainty Increased. 


Uncertainty as to disposition of the. 


resolution was inrceased as a result of 
today’s developments. Senator Jones, 
of New Mexico, chairman of the woman 
suffrage committee, said tonight that 
a vote before Saturday was “extremely 
unlikely,” while leading opponents of 
the resolution said the vote might be 
delayed indefinitely. 

The close line-up of the senate on 
the resolution was an admitted factor 
in today’s action. Chairman Jones an- 
nounced taht before presing a_ vote, 
managers of the resoltuion desire to 
await the return of Senator La Follette, 
of Wisconsin, who favors the resolu- 
tion and who was not “paired.” He is 
returning from California and is due in 
Washington late Saturday . Senator 


Jones also said that Senator Townsend, 
of Michigan, another absent supporter 
of the resolution, but who is paired, de- 


sired to vote, could arrive by Saturday.

Washington, September 26.—Prema- 
ture eagerness by scores of communi- 
ties to gather Liberty Loan subscrip- 
tions before the formal opening of the 


campaign Saturday kept treasury offi-. 


cials busy today telegraphing that ad- 
vance pledges would not be recognized 
in the records of cities or towns. 
Pledges may be held until Saturday, 
however, and turned in by soliciting 
committees to swell the total for the 
first day. 

Unofficial advices to Washington said 
several towns already had “oversub- 
scribed” by getting several times more 
pledges than they believed their quotas 
will be. Although not frowning upon 
this eagerness, the treasury will take 
no cognizance of preliminary bond so- 
liciting. 

Committees in many localities report- 
ed today that they are prepared to 
start canvassing one minute after to- 
morrow midnight, and to bring in their 
harvest of pledges before dawn Satur- 
day. No arrnagements have been made 
for a nation-wide competition for first 
honors of oversubscribing, owing to the 
difficulty after the third loan of decid- 
ing to what towns the honors be- 
longed. 

A powerful initial impetus to the 
campaign opening is expected from 
President Wilson’s address in New 
York tomorrow night at a Liberty Loan 
rally. This speech probably will deal 
with the loan, as an immediate phase 
of the bigger international situation, on 
which the president is expected to fur- 
ther emphasize the determination of the 
United.States to use the utmost force 
in prosecuting the war regardless of

AMERICAN BANKERS 
REFUSE TO AMEND 
THEIR BASIC LAW 


Chicago, September 26.—An attempt 
to amend the constitution of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ association so that in- 
vestment bankers, mortgage compa- 
nies, title fidelity, casuadty ahd other 
surety companies would hereafter be 
associate members of the organization 
apd would not have the right to vote 
was defeated late today after a lively 
debate in the convention. 

These companies, which include 
building and loan concerns and the 
Morris plan companies, will retain 
their present status as will also Ca- 
nadiaga bankers who’have been associ- 
ate members, but who do not, how- 
ever, exercise the vote. 

A number of changes were made to 
the constitution, including one which 
provides that where two sections of 
the association cannot agree on pro- 
posed legislation, the question will be 
submitted to a committee of the main 
body. .If this committee is unable to 
compose the difficulties the section re- 
questing the new law must ask for 
it as individuals and not as representa- 
tives of the American Bankers’ associ- 
tion.

RUSSIA 1S ABOUT 
T0 EMERGE FROM 
BOLSHEVIK CHAOS 


News Comes of New Cen- 


Able to Combat Reign of 
Terror Now Existing in 
Betrayed Country. 


COMMITTEE OF FIVE 
IS PLACED IN CONTROL 


This Body Has Been Con- 
stituted by the Pan-Rus- 
sian Conference at Oufa, 
Which Has Recognition of 
Allies—Provinces Are Be- 
ing Delivered From Yoke 
of Lenine and Trotzky. 


Washington, September 26.—Out of 
the chaos which has existed in Russia 
since the overthrow of the Kerensky 
government by Bolsheviki, there is 
emerging a central authority which of- 
ficials and diplomats here hope will be 
able to re-establish order and renew 
the fight against the common enemy. 

Official information reached the Rus- 
sian embassy today that the pan-Rus- 
sian conference at Oufa, European 
Russia, which has been recognized by 
allthe provisional governments oppos- 
ing the Bolsheviki, including the Sibe- 
rian government, has constitued a 
committee of five as the lawful author- 
ity for all Russia. This committee 
will be responsible to the constituent 
assembly of all Russia, which will con- 
vene next January 1, provided 250 
members attend.. 

Composing the’ conference at Oufa 
were all members of the constituent as- 
sembly which have gathered in Samara, 
except who belong to the factions of 
the Bolsheviki and of the social revolu- 
tionists of the left. Attending the con- 
ference also were delegates of the Si- 
berian government, of the Union of 
Liberty of the people, of the Group of 
the Renaissance and of the social rev- 
olutionist and social democratic par- 
ties.

Germans Are Fighting to 
Hold Positions Which 
They Have Been Fortify- 
ing for Four.

New York, September 26.—(By the 
Associated Press. From European Ca- 
bles of the Day.)—Twelve towns and 
more than five thousand German pris- 
oners have been takn by American 
troops, fighting in conjunction with 
the French, in a new offensive begun 
with the break of day Thursday in 
the region extending from northwest 
ef Verdun to within fifteen miles of 
the Cathedral City of Rheims. 

The Americans advanced a depth of 
seven miles, overcoming the stubborn 
resistance of the enemy. Pennsylvania, 
Kansas and Missouri troops were 
among the fighting forces which, in 


‘less than a day, won territory of great 


importance to the enemy and further 
depleted his army through men cap- 
tured or killed or wounded. 

American troops have taken over a 
new sector in. France and in conjunc- 
tion with the French have forced the 
Germans on the defensive on still an- 
other battle front. 


GAGE OF BATTLE THROWN 


|'DOWN ON LONG FRONT. 


The gage of battle has been thrown 
down on a forty-mile front extending 
from the Suippe river in Champagne 
fifteen miles east of Rheims, eastward 
through the Argonne forest to the 
Meuse river northwest of Verdun. 

In the first stages of the battle the 
allied lines were pushed forward for 
material gains—that portion imme- 
diately northwest of Verdun held by 
the Americans to a depth of from five 
to six miles, and that of the French 
to the west nearly four miles at cer- 
tain points. 

Under the terrific bombardment pre- 
ceding the commencement of the bart- 
tle the Germans hurriedly quit numer- 
ous positions, and into these the Amer- 
icans and French went unimpeded. At 
last accounts the allied attack was 
progressing favorably. Many French 
villages and German strong points had 
been captured. |

After the resignations had been ac- 
cepted, the superintendent read another 
lengthy list of nominations, naming 
teachers who are now actively at work 
in the Atlanta schools, having been 
appointed by the superintendent, sub- 
ject to the confirmation of the board, 
and the successful standing of 
usual examinations. A motion was 
made to confirm the list, which was 
adopted. 


Wardlaw Explains. 


Mr. Wardlaw explained, upon being 
questioned by Mr. Terrell, who asked 
how the news had gotten abroad that 
Atlanta’s school faculties were all fill- 
ed, that he had made the statement 
that all places had been filled, saying 
that many of the places had been filled 
three times, at least, but that in many 
instances teachers, who accepted po- 
sitions, had never taken up the work, 
some of them never reaching the city.

| The dispatch of the Russian ambassy 
(telling of the results of the pan-Rus- 
, Sian conference came from the chief of 

the department of foreign affairs of the 
Oufa government, and was summarized 
in this statement: 

“As the separate provinces of Russia 
are being delivered from the yoke of 
Bolshevikism, the temporary organs 
of legal euthority are reconstituting 
and reuniting themselves. On the ter- 
ritory' of European Russia, they were 
concentrating under the authority ofa 
committee of members of the constitu- 
ent assembly of all Russia, while in 
Siberia they were rallying under the 
provisional government of Siberia. 

“The committee of the members of 
the constituent assembly of all Russia 
consists of all the members of the con- 
stituent assembly which have gathered 
in Samara, except who belong to the 
factions of the left, members of such 
factions being considered as having re- 
nounced their titles of members of 
constituent and therefore have lost 
their right to join*the committee. 


Parties United. 


“The committee of the members of 
the constituent assembly unites politi- 
cal parties which: 

“1. Remain loyal to the allies. 

“2, Reject any idea of the separate 


peace. 


Brest-Litovsk. 

“4. Have decided to continue the war 
against the Bolsheviki and Germans in 
alliance with the Czecho-Slovaks. 

“The committee of the members of 
the constituent assembly in its aim to 
create an united and powerful govern- 
ment, represents itself as the source 
of authority, and considers itself as 
successor to the late provisional gov- 
ernment of all Russia. 

“Being deprived until lately of means 
of communicating with institutions 
abroad, the committee was not able to 
inform in time, the governments of 
western Europe and of the east and 
America of its formation and of the 
developments of events in Russia. 

“It is in Oufa that takes place at 
present, a ‘state*conference,’ constitut- 
ed: ’ 

“Of members of the constituent as- 
sembly. 

“Of delegates of organs of provision- 
al authorities and of the Siberian gov- 
ernment. 

“Of representatives of the social rev- 
olutionists and of social democratic 
parties. 

“Of delegates of the union of liberty 
of the people and of the group of Re- 
naissance. 

“The state conference has set as its 
aim to create an united government, to 
represent the one lawful authority for 
all of Russia. 

“The efforts of the conference have 
attained success. 

“The sovereign authority has been 
invested with a body of five persons, 
respousible to the constituent aszemDly 
of all Russia, the convoction of which 
is deferred to the list of January, 1919, 
on condition that 250 members will 
be present.” 

Raising Big Army. 

A dispatch to the Russian embassy 
today from M. Golevatcheff, assistant 
minister of foreign affairs of the Omsk 
government, said that an army of 
more than 200,000 men had been formed 
in Siberia by conscription and that 
there were 30,000 officers available 
there to train and lead it. The army 
is being organized on the basis of striet 
military aiscipline, it was said, and 
will sonstitute an increasingly power- 
ful force to co-operate with the allied 
and Czecho-Slovak forces in Siberia. 

With the eafe arrival of Consul Gen- 
eral Poste at Stockholm from Moscow 
additiona! information concerning con- 
ditions in central Russia have reached 
the state department. The massacre of 
Russian citizens in Moscow and con- 
tinuing September 9 with about 150 
executions nightly. More than _ 1,000 
persons had been shot in retaliation 
for the ettempt to kill Lenine,' the 
Bolshevik premier. 

Information also has reached the 
atate department that on September 15 
the most violent elements of the Bol- 
sheviki were in control of Petrograd 
and were carrying out a cold-blooded 
terror. eople were being arrested en 
masse and unknown numbers were 
shot daily at Kronstadt alone. It was 
reported that 1,700 persons, mostly 
former officers, were being held as 
hostages for the lives of the Bolshevik 
commissars. The population was said 
to be utterlv cowed and there appear- 
ed little prospect of a change in the 
situation. 

Englishmen Imprisoned. 

On an order from Moscow, the infor- 
mation said, forty-six Englishmen were 
imprisoned early this month on pre- 
tense that they had to do with the 
killing of Uritsky, head of the soviet 
committee for the.suppression of the 
,counter revolution. There also were 
i twenty-odd French citizens in the same 
| prison. 

It is stated that prison conditions 
for Russians:and allied citizens could 
not be worse. The prisoners are 
crowded in groups of fifteen to twen- 
ty in small and very damp cells. Only 
‘two or three can lie down at the same 
‘time. Thev are permitted to take no 
exercise, have little air, no bedding 
no food. Recently 
'forty-four Czecho-Slovaks were cap- 
‘tured while endeavoring to make their 
|way to the allied armies in the north 
‘About the 15th of September these 
_were discovered in an out-of-the-way 
'prison. They were starving to death. 
' Twenty-nine are still in prison in serit- 
,ous condition, while fifteen were re- 
'moved to a hospital in dyin:y condition. 
} Relief work for the prisoners has been 
‘organized in the name of the Inter- 
Red Cross, chiefly on the

Tennessee Highway 
Engineer Authorized 
To Finish Dixie Road 


Tenn., September 22.— 
bids at aie satisfactory 
highway department of 

afithorized A. M. Nelson, 
engineer, to secure the 
necessary equipment, employ the labor, 
and complete the federal, state and 
county projects along the Dixie highway 
between Nashville and Chattanooga by force 
account. This is probably the first state in 
the south to adopt* this policy to meet the 
new war conditions. The action of the state 
highway department will not interfere with 
the three projects on this road which were 
previously awarded to contractors at a sat- 
isfactory price. Bids on two projects cov- 
éring the completion of twenty-two miles 
ot the highway and aggregating $232,000 
were $50,000 im excess of the engineer's esti- 
mate made on a war basis. 

One of the first pieces of work to be 
undertaken by the state highway depart- 
ment under the new arrangement will be to 
construct two and a half miles of the high- 
way from Montea@gle on.top of Cumberland 
mountain to the east brow and open up 1,000 
feet of grade which will make available four 
miles of the highway graded almost to the 
top of the mountain a year ago. This will 
give an outlet into Chattanooga. The grade 
up the west side of the mountain to Sewa- 
nee, which is now being used, will be com- 
pleted, making available at the earliest pos- 
sible moment an entirely new road over 
Cumberland mountain. The crossing of this 
mountain has been the greatest obstacle to 
travel between Chattanooga and Nashville. 
The surfacing of the highway over Cumber- 
land mountain as well as the completion of 
projects between Shelbyville and Winchester 
which is now travelabie, will be carried on 
along with the work on the mountain cross- 
ing. 

O ials of the Dixie Highway associa- 
tion have been giving a great deal of at- 
tention toward agsisting the state highway 
department in solving the problem of the 
completion of a highway between Nashville 
and Chattanooga. By reason of the fact 
that there is no routing which can be used 
from Nashville into the military cantonments 
of the southeast, the opening of the Dixie 
highway between the two Tennessee cities 
has been vitwed as one of the greatst mili- 
tary needs in the country. The Dixie high- 
way did not take any of the old routings, 
but followed new lines laid out when the 
Dixie highway movement originated. It rep- 
resents the nearest completed road of any 
routing intp the southeast. 

The recent movement of a transport train 
of ninety-seven trucks in charge of a com- 
plement of 200 officers and men from the 
factories in Detroit transporting government 
supplies to Camp Jessup, Atlanta, demon- 
strated the vital need of quickly opening a 
road into the southeast. No difficulty was 


encountered in reaching Nashville. One 
week was required to make the trip from 
Nashville to Atlanta, going via Huntsville, 
Guntersville, Gadsdeft and Rome to Atlanta.

They had been pals together out in Coun- 
cil Bluffs—Al Boysen and Billy Shupp—and 
they were together in Company R when their 
regiment sailed from America last fall. Be- 
cause they were young and slim and could 
run like the wind, they were chosen as run- 
ners, and as runners they were together on 
the greatest day and hour of their lives. 

It came in. that historic fortnight of 
July, 1918, for their regiment was one of 
those that waited with fixed bayonets when 
the mighty German offensive broke like the 
surf against the expectant allied line, and 
that did not sit down to rest till the Marne 
and the Ourcq lay behind them. 

It was the hour when an important mes- 
sage had to be carried from the company 
commander to a deep, hidden dugout then 
serving as battalion headquarters. The writ- 
ten message, first read aloud to both of 
them, was thrust into Shupp’s outstretched 
hand, and he was up and away like a shot, 
racing across a country all gouged and 
quivering from the battle, racing over fields 
and roads where shells had been falling for 
hours and still were falling with deadly 
regularity. 

Two Hundred Yards Behind. 

A minute later—200 yards behind, per- 
haps—came Boysen, for, thus managed, that 
message would have a double chance of get- 
ting through. It was Boysen who delivered 
it because, as he ran, he saw his friend struck 
and tossed into the air in a geyser of earth. 
He himself was wounded, painfully wounded 
in the leg, but he was not done for, and a 
few moments later the battalion adjutant 
caught him as he pitched, weak and white- 
faced, into the dugout. ’ 

“They’ve killed Shupp, sir,” 
“and they’ve wounded me.” 

Then he poured out the massage, re- 
peated it more slowly to be sure, and turned 
as if to start out again—out into the storm. 

Several hands caught at him. Where 
was he going? 

‘“‘Where’m I going?’ he cried, the hysteri- 
cal note mastering his voice. ‘“Where’m I 
going? I’m going back to get my buddy.” 

Then he fainted. 

That is the story of two American run- 
ners in the second battle of the Marne. lt 
is only one story, and there are so many. It 
is chronicled here just because there are so 
many like it in the chapter of The Runners. 

The Runners’ Business. 

The runners are the fleet youngsters Who, 
as the battle sways and strains, keep regi- 
ment in touch with battalion, battalion with 
company, company with platoon. 

All the fine devices of science to quicken 
and insure communication collapse in the 
swift.hours of such an advance as began 
at the Marne on July 18. 

In such fighting as drave the armies of 
the crown prince from the Marne to the 
Vesle the leaders in battle revert to first 
principles in more ways than one. One 
way is their heavy dependence on that same 
device which served the Israelites in their 
battles against the Philistines, served the 
Athenians in their wars with all the world. 
That device is the human messenger, the 
runner of the battlefield. 

Most of them are young boys of 18 or 19. 
Their work is tmportant beyond measure. 
It is dangerous because sometimes they can- 
not crouch and take cover, though their path 
lead them through a curtain of fire. It is 
a little more difficult because the runners 
must go their way alone, without the incal- 
eculable lift and cheer it gives a fighter to 
have his brother fighters shoulder to shoul- 
der with him. 

Perhaps, on the other hand, it is a little 
easier because the runner has one definite 
task before him, without any agony of choice. 
He has a single thing to do. He must carry 
the message to Garcia. And he does—or 
dies trying. Very often, on the heights that 
lie to the north of the Ourcq, he died trying. 

Getting It Through. 

One would crawl to the major’s dugout, 
forgetting to chuck the cigarette that dan- 
gled from the corner of his mouth as he non- 
chalantly delivered the message—cool and 
unruffled. The next would lurch to the ma- 
jor’s side, drop to his knees and spit out 
his message with clenched hands, popping 
eyes and lips so trembling that he could 
scarcely make himself understood. But 
though the whole world seemed to shake 
with the thunder of the guns, though the 
bullets from the hidden machine gung fell 
like rain about them, each kind delivered his 
message. : 

Sometimes the path was so perilous and 
the word so vital that three were charged 
with the one message. 

You can imagine them crouching in the 
dugout, straining at the leash as it is read 
to them in quick, sharp sentences. Have 
they got it? The three heads nod. Then, 
like pistol shots, the lieutenant gives the 
signals. 

“Lannigan:” And Lannigan is gone. 

They give him two hundred yards Start, 
“Jenks!” Jenks is off. 

“Barton!’ The message is on its way. 

The adjutant goes back to his work, hop- 
ing that one of the three will get through, 
praying that all of them will. 

From the number of substitutes, battal- 
ion sergeant-majors, intelligence section aids 
and many more who turned runners through 
those sleepless days and night, you can guess 
how many of the regular groups, with the 
red bands on their sleeves, fell by the way, 
sometimes killed outright, oftener so 
wounded that they could only lie in the 
field and try their best to catch a passerby 
and send the word by him—the word on 
which the lives of a company might hang 
as on a thread. 

Running His Last Race. 

Many caught up a message and went on 
with it, though they knew it had fallen to 
them because the others who had tried were 
dead. Many got all the way, though they 
were shot as they ran. One private, with a 
hole in his abdomen, held his hand over 
that hole and somehow carried his message 
the last eighth of a mile across a field that 
the German guns were blasting. After he 
had delivered his message, he died. 

On the day the Yanks went across the 
Ourcq and up the hill, Private M. A. Trep- 
tow, of Iowa, ran his last race. from the 
company to the battalion. He had almost 
reached his goal when a machine gun dropped 
him. 

Later, in the pocket of his blouse, they 
found his precious diary. On ita first page 
he had written something that many a man 
in hig company has since copied into his 
own diary. It was this: 

America shall win the war; 

Therefore I will work, 

~ 


he blurted, 


I will save, 

I will sacrifice, 

I will endure, 

I will fight cheerfully and do my utmost, 
as if the whole issue of the struggie 
depended on me alone. 

Treptow had called this “My Pledge,” and

He has been in constant conference 
with President Wilson, Chairman Baruch, of 
the War Industries Board, the members of 
the cotton committee and others. 

In a telegram also from Mr. Harris direct 
he declares that the agitation in congression- 
al circles is directly traceable to republican 
senators and congressmen, who are favoring 
price-fixing on the south’s staple as a po- 


‘litical issue in their respective states and 


districts. The democratic senators and con- 


geressmen are opposed to price-fixing.

Commissioner Brown 
Issues a Statement. 


In this connection— 

Commissioner J. J. Brown, who is presi- 
dent of the cotton states advisory market- 
ing board, returned from Washington yes- 
terday, where he has been with other lead- 
ing officials in opposition to the movement. 
Upon his return he issued the following 
prepared statement: 


‘I believe the southern congressmen and 
senators, with the cotton states advisory 
marketing board, made it perfectly clear to 
the cotton committee that to fix an arbi- 
trary price on cotton in the midst of the 
harvesting season would be manifestly un- 
fair and highly injurious. Moreover, the 
joint conference of senators, representatives 
and the marketing board was unanimous in 
the opinion that it would be highly unfair 
to the south to fix an arbitrary price on 
the entire American cotton crop when the 
ascertained fact is that not more than 20 
per cent of the crop is necessary for war 
purposes—-for our own army and the armres 
of our allies. 

“In order that prices may adjust them- 
selves, and that the staple may seek its 
proper level under the law of supply and 
demand, I earnestly suggest to the cotton 
farmers that | gin their cotton gradu- 
ally and market it very cautiously, thereby 
serving two purposes. First and foremost, 
on account of the tremendous rush to gin 
cotton the seed centers and oil mills are 
becoming congested, with the result that 
there is much damage to the seed through 
heating. This will not occur where the seed 
is left in the cotton, but does result from 
ginning and storing the ginned seed. 

“Because of the fuel and labor condéai- 
tions, the mills are unable to crush ag rap- 
idly as seed are offered on the market, and 
if the farmers will hold a majority part of 
their cotton unginned for the present, it will 
have the beneficial effect in restoring nor- 
mal conditions based on legitimate prices 
and at the same time add materially to the 
weight and grade of the cotton. As the 
price of seed has been fixed at $71 per ton 
in car lots farmers need have no fear of 
a decline in the price of seed while holding 
them back. 

“The consolidz*ed reports from all the 
cotton producing ;: ..tes, obtained through 
the marketing board, shows conclusively and 
beyond question that the average cost of 
the production of the present crop is a frac- 
tion above 35 cents per pound—-the cost vary- 
ing from $2 cents in some states to 36 an 
38 cents in others. 

“It also was conceded in the conference 
that the farmer is entitled to a margin of 
profit above the actual cost of production 
and it was agreed that 5 cents per pound 
would be as little as could be consistently 
offered him as a reasonable margin of profit 
and, therefore, I believe, if it should even- 
tually become absolutely necessary to fix a 
price later that price will be between 35 and 
40 cents per pound, 

“We were assured that whatever cotton 
the government buys for its own use at pres- 
ent it will be bought on the open market, 
which does not mean the adoption or fixing 
of an arbitrary price by statptory enactment 
or by the cotton board, but leaves intact 
the principle accepted several years ago of 
cotton seeking its proper level through the 
actual law of supply and demand. In this 
respect, it has been ascertained that, in the 
past three years, the world has consumed 
44,000,000 bales of American cotton, while 
the production in the same time has been 
only. in round numbers, 33,000,000 bales. 

“With these facts before me I do not feel 
justified in advising the farmers to hold 
their eotton absolutely for a price above 35 
cents but I do offer the suggestion that, if 
the farmer will hold his cotton in the seed 
for a short period it will almost immediately 
advance above 35 cents, and if the law of 
supply and cemand is left unhampered, I do 
not hesitate to say that, in my opinion, it 
will bring around 40 cents per pound in less 

20 days. 
ee “aa there is an absolute necessity 
for price-fixing, for the successful prosecu- 
tion of the war, we have been given assur- 
ance that, before any price is fixed, the cot- 
ton producing states will be heard on the 
question of price—just as the other indus- 
tries and enterprises were heard; the power 
people, the steel people. and others.

Superstitions in medicine stick like sin. 


For instance, just because some venerable 
seer of old developed a naive theory that 
phosphorous would fill the system with oxy- 
gen because of its affinity for oxygen, hypo- 
phosphite have come to enjoy an unmerited 
vogue in the treatment of tuberculosis and 
various other diseases attended with weak- 
ness, notwithstanding the fact that hypo- 
phosphites have no such affinity as phos- 
phorus itself has for oxygen. 

A frail invalid or semi-invalid is pretty 
sure at one stage or another to have a try 
at some kind of wine, at the earnest solici- 
tation of friends who like alcoholic bever~- 
agea. And owing to the importance of pleas- 
ing the public and not offending popular 
opinion too much, a certain number of doc- 
tors willingly fall in with the grand little 
idea and prescribe the wine or sanction its 
use as medicine. 

What does wine, or porter, or any other 
alcoholic beverage offer an invalid? Doeg 
it confer strength or does it build blood or 
does it help digestion or does it accomplish 
anything beneficial at all? 

For a long time there has been a sus- 
picion growing among thoughtful physicians 
that alcohol does not deserve the reputation 
our medical fathers gave it in medicine. 
First it was proved beyond question that 
alcohol was not a food. Then it was settled 
that alcohol does not stimulate the heart or 
the brain. Then it was found that alcohol 
does not help digestion, but rather inhibits 
or delays digestion. 

But alcohol, as wine’ or as some alleged 
tonic, taken in dessertspoonful or tablespoon- 
ful or larger doses, does flush the invalid’s 
face for a time, does make the invalid feel 
warm, does lower the body temperature 
slightly (by excessive heat radiation from 
relaxed or dilated surface vessels), does im- 
pede the mental processes, does delay the 
normal nervous response to any external 
stimulus (as ‘in quick firing at a target that 
moves), and does render the victim of the 
delusion temporarily forgetful of his troubles.

So far as any strengthening or bidod- 
building effect is concerned, a glass of milk 
will accomplish about four times as much 
as the same quantity of the best wine will 
accomplish—and do no possible harm. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Iodine Deficit and Goitre. 


What is the cause of ordinary goitre? Is 
there any way to prevent goitre or to cure 
it in the early stage in children? (L. E.) 

ANSWER—tThere Is considerable evidence 
that the cause of goitre (not exophthalmic 
goitre) is a deficit of iodine in the food. 
lodine occurs in traces in the vegetation of 
certain regions, and in all sea food, and in 
the salt in some places, and it is lacking 
in the vegetation and salt of regions where 
goitre is very prevalent. The use of sea 
food in the diet, and sometimes the addition 
of minute quantities of iodine to the drink- 
ing water, has caused goitre to disappear in 
many cases. 

Sairey and the Baby. 


You advised mothers to carefully put 
the baby in his crib and let him sleep or 
rest after nursing or feeding. I found that 
your advice was good with our first baby. 
My second baby, however, doesn’t go to bed 
after nursing. My nurse, a woman of long 
experience in such cases, says the baby must 
be picked up and rocked in my arms or else 
he will become liver grown. Is that correct? 
(Mrs. R. Hy») 

ANSWER—No, that is one of many super- 
stitions that handicap a baby seriously. No 
baby has ever becomé “liver grown” in real 
life. Experience, by the way, is not always 
a good teacher.

Federal Control 
Of the Railroads. 

The following from a south Georgia read- 
er explains itself: 

Dublin, Ga., September 24th, 1918. 
Mr. James A. Hollomon, Atlanta, Ga.: 

Will you please give Constitution readers 
the exact terms of the railroad control leg- 
islation, and the authorities therein vested 
with the government?

Answer: 

On March 21, 1918, the law providing for 
the operation of transportation systems 
while under federal control and for just 
compensation to the owner, was approved. 
In brief, this provides for federal control for 
the period of the war and not exceeding one 
year arid nine months next following the 
date of the proclamation by the president 
of the exchange of ratifications of the treaty 
of peace. The law provides that prior to 
July 1, 1918, federal control may be relin- 
quished of all or any part of any railroad or 
system of transportation not needful or de- 
sirable; that causes of action brought by the 
United States against railroad systems un- 
der the act to regulate commerce and the 
trust acts, shall proceed to final judgment 
but allowing stay of execution upon the ap- 
plication of the United States; provides pen- 
alti¢es for any person who shall knowingly 
interfere with or impede the possession, use, 
operation or control of any railroad prop- 
erty, and places prosecutions for violations 
of the law under the direction of the attor- 
ney general; gives the president authority 
to initiate ates, fares, charges, classifica- 
tions, regulations and practices which may 
not be suspended by the interstate commerce |

INFLUENZA SITUATION 
GROWS WORSE AT GORDON 


Disease Same as That Raging 
in Army Camps About 
the Country. 


With almost every company of the 
replacement forces of Camp Gordon 
under strict quarantine Thursday 
morning as the result of the spread of 
influenza, the division surgeon stated 
at headquarters that the diease now 
prevalent at Gordon is undoubtedly the 
same that is raging in a dozen Ameri- 
can army camps about the country. 

No report on tests of germs of the 
disease has yet been made by the camp 
pathologist, but it is clear, from the 
division surgeon's statement, that if 
the disease reported in a dozen camps 
is Spanish influenza, then that at Gor- 
don is Spanish influenza. 

The statement of the division surgeon 
did not include any assertion that the 
disease at Gordon is Spanish influ- 
ena, but he stated that it is a nasal 
pharyngitis, similar in all respects to 
that raging in a number of American 
camps. In no case has there been a 
denial that the disease in other other 
camps is not Spanish influenza, so it 
pwould seem certain that Gordon’s men 
are suffering from this new disease. 

No dangerous cases of the disease 
have been reported at Gordon, and 
only slight headway is bein 
it on account of the iron-clad sanitary 
precautions being forced on each man 
at the camp. Whenever a man in a 
company contracts the disease the en- 
tire units is quarantined for the dura- 
tion of the disease-and until a reason- 
able time has elapsed for it to appear in 
other cases. 

No cause for the epidemic of influ- 
enza at Camp Gordon has yet been de- 
cided upon, or if it has been decided 
upon, made public. Officials are work- 
ing hard to counteract the effect and
